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Intelligence in AGF

HE superiority of American forces in 

operations and logistics was outstand- 
ing during the past war. The same cannot 
be said of our intelligence. An analysis 
of our intelligence training prior to World 
War II would 
give substantial 
reason for this 
fact. AGF is.en- 
deavoring to pre- 
vent a recurrence 
of this weakness. 

Great strides 
were made dur- 
ing the war in 
correcting fune- 
tional deficien- 
cies in intelli- 
gence. At the 
close of the war, 
the War Depart- 
ment transferred 
to AGF the en- 
tire responsibil- 
ity for combat intelligence training and 
has recently added the responsibilities of 
the Command and General Staff College 
and the Military Intelligence Service 
Language Schools. AGF is continuing the 
upward trend of emphasis on intelligence 
training on the basis that intelligence is 
acommon weapon upon which the Army 
and the nation as a whole can depend in 
any future conflict, and that it is not a 
mysterions formula to be employed by a 
few experts. It has been acknowledged 
on the highest levels that the intelligence 
services of the Government must be re- 
habilitated and brought to a high plane 
of efficiency. The principle has been 
adopted that as our military strength is 
decreased, the efficiency of our intelli- 
gence service must be correspondingly in- 
creased, 

Our purpose today is to indoctrinate the 
Army with a practical conception of the 
responsibilities and capabilities of intel- 
ligence, to encourage universal partici- 
pation through observing and reporting 
and to indoctrinate commanders in de- 
manding and using the product as a guide 
‘0 operations. Too many people have a 
lazy conception of intelligence activities.

Sensational publicity given to certain 
phases of intelligence work has sur- 


rounded it with a romantic aura of the 
iysterious in the minds of many people. 
This attitude is detrimental to the stand- 
ing of intelligence as a whole. When the 
mention of intelligence conjures up 
thoughts of secret police, espionage and 
intrigue, the real truth about the prac- 
‘cal basis for intelligence operations is 
oscured. 

The good intelligence officer must be 
Primarily a hard-working soldier, thor- 
oughly familiar with operations and logis- 
es, and possessing sound common sense. 
He must base his work on factual in- 
formation; crystal ball gazers habitually 
snore facts. Because of the specialized 
'echniques required to exploit certain 
Sources of information, a G-2 necessarily

Report Unification Bill 


After many months of hearings, the 
Senate Committee on Armed Services 
voted this week to report the Unification 
bill to the Senate where the Republican 
Policy Committee has placed it on the 
agenda for consideration early next 
month. 

Meanwhile, the House Committee on 
Expenditures has decided to resume its 
hearings on unification with a view to re- 
porting out the measure there shortly. 
House leaders are privately predicting 
that it will be approved by that body 
prior to the Summer recess. 

Present at the Senate Committee meet- 
ing on 4 June that climaxed ten weeks 
of hearings were 9 members, 4 of whom, 
while voting with the other members to 
report the legislation, reserved the right 
to oppose certain features and to offer 
minor amendments when it is considered 
on the floor. Three members not present 
when the vote was taken approved the 
reporting of the bill. The only member 
of the committee absent and not voting 
was Senator Robertson (R-Wyo.), the 
outstanding opponent of the bill at the 
hearings, who had registered his opposi- 
tion by introducing a personal bill which 
he probably will offer as a substitute 
when debate begins in the Senate. 

General Alexander A. Vandegrift, Com- 
mandant of the Marine Corps, around the 
status of whose organization in the uni- 
fication set-up much 
debate had circled, was present when the 
vote was taken, approved the bill as 
agreed on and said “I am happy.” 

The Chief of Staff of the Army, Gen- 
eral of the Army Dwight D. Eisenhower 
Wag not present, but sent a letter of ap- 
proval to the chairman in which he said: 

“Although it is noted that some changes 
and modifications have been made in the form 
and substance of the Bill originally presented 
to your committee and which was supported 
by the War Department during Hearings, I 
believe that the legislation in its present form 
presents a thoroughly practicable organiza 
tion of the Armed Services which will permit 
us with increased economy and efficiency to 
do our part in the preservation of the peace

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Future RA Commissions 

The third and final increment under 
the War Department’s second Regular 
Army Integration Program will be made 
this fall, probably in September, and will 
bring into the Regular Army between 
4,000 and 5,000 new officers. 

After the integration of the current 
increment is completed the strength of 
the Regular Army officer corps will be 
approximately 35,000, Constant attrition, 
however, prevents any estimate other 
than in round figures. Another factor to 
be reckoned with is the possibility of dec- 
lination of commissions by some of those 
officers selected, 

With an authorized Regular Army offi- 
cer strength of 50,000 the 15,000 remain- 
ing vacancies indicated may be roughly 
broken down as follows: 

Earmarked by the War Department as 
a reserve figure, about 4,000, Army Air 
Forces, 4,300; Army Ground Forces, 1,- 
500; Technical and Administrative Serv- 
ices, 5,200, 

This leaves a considerable number of 
Vacancies in excess of those previously 
announced as earmarked for filling by 
other means, but in view of this week’s 
announcement by the War Department 
that selection of Regular Army officers 
through the medium of competitve tours 
will commence 1 July, and that approxi- 
mately 2,000 will be selected each year 
for the next five years, the need for a 
larger vacancy reserve is indicated. 

Of the 9.800 tendered commissions in 
the first increment of the first Regular 
Army Integration Program, last June, 
approximately 800 or nearly ten per cent 
refused to accept their commissions, many 
having taken positions of importance in 
civilian industry. It is now felt by the 
War Department that the refusals which 
will follow the current integration, the 
one nearest comparable in size to that of 
last year, will be smaller, probably, the 
Department believes, between five and 
ten per cent. This estimate, it was ex- 
plained, is based on the fact that those 
passed over in former integration incre- 
ments were asked to re-submit applica-

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Promotion Bill Changed 
To Curtail High Ranks 


The War and Navy Departments will 
be told by the House subcommittee on 
personnel in the Armed Services next 
week that after 1 July 1948 the Army can 
have a maximum of 207 Generals, the 
Navy only 206 Admirals, and the Air 
Force only 150 Generals. 

These maximums, which will be writ- 
ten into promotion legislation in its final 
form, were decided on this week along 
with other controversial features of the 
Army and Navy promotion bills. The De- 
partments will be given a week to incor- 
porate the subcommittee’s orders into 
legislative language, after which the bills 
will be combined and reported to the 
House. 

Representative W. G. Andrews (R- 
N. Y.), chairman of the full House Com- 
mittee on Armed Services, stated this 
week that “the Departments will get sub- 
stantially what they asked for.” Except 
for the limitations on Generals and Ad- 
mirals, it appears that the promotion bills 
will be reported to the House almost as 
introduced, 

However, the Army and Navy will be 
directed to incorporate the following limi- 
tations in their bills. 

1. After 1 July 1948, except in time of 
war or national emergency, the Army, 
Navy, and Air Force may have maximum 
numbers in General officer and Admiral 
billets as follows:

2. The Army must assign one of its 
four-star billets to the Chief of Staff, The 
Navy must assign four-star billets to the 
Chief of Naval Operations, and Com- 
manders-in-Chief of the Pacific and At- 
lantic Fleets. The Air Force must assign 
one of its four-star billets to the Com- 
manding General, Air Force. Other four- 
star billets may be assigned by the De- 
partments. 

3. The Chief of Staff, CNO, and CG, 
Air Force, will receive money allowances 
amounting to $4,000 annually. 

4. The Chief of Staff to the Com- 
mander-in-Chief of the Army and Navy 
may hold four-star rank while so serv- 
ing, and will receive money allowances 
amounting to $2,700 annually. 

5. The three-star billets may be as 
signed at the discretion of the Depart- 
ments. 

6. Members of the Military Staff Com- 
mittee of the Security Council of the 
United Nations may be no higher than 
three-star rank. They will receive money 
allowances amounting to $2,700 annually. 

7. The Commandant of the Marine 
Corps may be no higher than three stars. 

8. Army Chiefs of Branches and Navy 
Chiefs of Bureaus may be no higher than 
two-star rank. 

9. Of the 179 two-star billets allowed 
the Navy, 143 will be in the line and 36 
in the staff. 

The promotion legislation will still au- 
thorize Generals and Admirals on the 
basis of .75 per cent of the authorized or 
active strength, as appropriate, not to

Competition for RA Commissions 

Details of the procurement of officers 
for the Regular Army under the competi- 
tive tour plan were announced this week 
by the War Department. This method 
of procurement was discussed along with 
other phases of officer procurement policy 
in the 8 May issue of the ARMY AND Navy 
JOURNAL. 

Although the program for bringing war- 
time officers into the Regular Army has 
almost heen completed, there now remain 
a great Many vacancies for young officers. 
For the next five years approximately 
2.000 appointments a year will be made 
available. Officers rejected in the present 
integration program during the remainder 
of 1947 will not be excluded from apply- 
ing for this new program. 

Applications will be accepted fer com- 
petitive tours of active duty of one year 
duration. This is similar to the Thomason 
Act in existence before World War IT, ex- 
cept thet the chances of getting a Regn- 
lar Army commission will he very much 
enhanced by the large number of vacan- 
cies available. The first competitive tour 
of this new program begins 1 July. For- 
mer AUS officers who are not on active 
duty must file their applications by 15 
June and those still on active duty must 
file by 20 June. 

Applicants must have completed two 
years of college and be between the ages 
of 21 and 25 years and six months at the 
time their application is filed. In addition, 
they must agree to remain on active duty 
for a minimum period of two years. In 
the future, applications must be filed 60 
days prior to 1 July or 1 Jan., which will 
be the starting dates of all competitive 
tours of duty.

During the period of the competitive 
tour each candidate must demonstrate his 
fitness for appointment. If successful, and 
subject to the number of vacancies ex- 
isting at semi-annual periods, the candi- 
dates will be commissioned in the Regular 
Army 1 July or 1 Jan., following comple- 
tion of the one-year tour. Those officers 
who are not selected at the completion 
of their competitive tour will be required 
to remain on active duty until the comple- 
tion of the two-year period for which they 
agreed to serve. Or, if still eligible. may 
elect to try another competitive tour dur- 
ing their second vear 


The forms for application for these 
competitive tours are available at all 
posts, camps and stations, U. S. Army 


Recruiting Offices, and Military District 
Headquarters. 





Army Appropriations Approved 

After approving an additional 840,000,- 
00 for the purchase of new airplanes, 
the HIanse passed on 5 June and sent to 
the Senate the Military Establishment 
Appropriations Bill for the fiscal year be- 
ginning 1 July. 

The money was added to a $396,000 000 
authorization recommended by the Ap- 
propriations Committee. The House voted 
approval after Representative Albert JJ. 
Engel (R-Mich.) admitted that the Ap- 
propriations subcommittee had erred in 
reporting an additional $28,000,000 avail- 
able for aircraft procurement. 

The increased funds raised to $5,280,- 
982,423 the total that will be available 
in fiseal 1948. This represents a eut of 
7.6 per cent below the President’s budget 
request. 

In the opening day of dehate on the bill. 
4 June, Representative Everett Dirksen 
(R-Ill.) failed in an attempt to offset a 
portion of the cost of the Greek-Turkish 
aid bill by cutting over a million dollars 
from Army. His motion was defeated 
after ranking members of the Committee 
on Armed Services protested. 


Chairman W. G. Andrews (R-N.Y. 
and Representative Paul Kilday (D- 


Tex.) asserted that it is impossible to ef- 
fect a great reduction in personnel ranks 
at this time, and that appropriations for 
Greece and Turkey bore no relation to 
Army appropriations 

Reprsentative Dewey 
stated: 

“Personally I think we cut too much out of 
the Navy bill, and instead of offering amend- 
ments to cut further into this Army appro- 
priation, I would almost be in favor of vot- 
ing to restore the cuts thet have already 
been made, 

“I do not claim to understand the Russians. 
I think they possess many admirable quali- 
ties, and certainly I wart to get along with 
them, because I can imagine no greater 
tragedy than armed conflict hetween the two 
mightiest nations on this earth today. I think 
I know them well enough after having trav- 
eled through all European Russia back in 
1931 that the only language they understand 
is the language of force. I know that, having 
lived under the heel of tyranny and the yoke 
of oppression for centuries, that they respect 
strength and they have only contempt for 
weakness.”

Elimination-Retirement Hearings 

Sub-committee 7, of the House Commit- 
tee on Armed Services. of which Repre- 
sentative Leroy Johnson (R-Calif.) is 
chairman, announced this week that it 
expects to report H.R. 2744 to the full 
committee on 17 June. The suh-committee 
has busied itself during the week revising 
the current bill tentatively with amend- 
ment to Title 1 suggested hy the War De- 
partment and other witnesses. Hearings 
on the bill have been closed. 





At the final hearing on 30 May, Maj 
Gen. Willard S. Paul, WDGS, G-1, ¢op. 
fined an informa] statement to comment. 
ing on amendments suggested by various 
witnesses, and on those submitted by the 
War Department. 





Adjust Navy Lineal Lists 

Adjustments in the lineal list of Naval 
officers of the line and staff corps are 
being made by the Bureau of Naval Per- 
sonnel as a result of the recommendations 
of a special Review Board ordered by 
Secretary Forrestal. 

The changes are being made to correct 
inequities resulting from excessive loss 


of seniority incurred during the war 
years, and which would not normally 
have occurred in peacetime. These in- 


equities resulted when an _ officer who 
failed of selection when first considered 
for promotion was promoted by the sue- 
ceeding selection board. 

In the accelerated promotion system of 
wartime, a single failure for 
occasionally resulted in excessive losses 
to certain groups which was not paralleled 
by that of other comparable groups. 

As an example, in the war years, the 
Naval Academy classes of 1933, 1934, 1935 
and 1936 were jointly considered for se- 
lection to commander by a single seleec- 
tion board. As a result, any officer in the 
class of 1933 who was passed over by this 
bourd, and subsequently selected by the 
next succeeding board, received a lineal 
position just after the class of 1956, An 
officer in the class of 1936, on the other 
hand, who was passed over by this board 
suffered a markedly lesser loss of num- 
bers on the promotion list. If only one 
Naval class had been considered, as is 
the normal peacetime custom, each officer 
would have been placed in a group fol- 
lowing his own class. 

The special Review Board was empow- 
ered to make recommendations to adjust 
these inequalities. Its precept permitted it 
to consider only officers who had failed 
once for selection. 

In general the recommendations of the 
Board were to restore certain groups of 
officers to a position which they would 
have occupied at the bottom of their Na- 
val Academy class if normal peacetime 
selection procedures had been in effect 

Secretary Forrestal approved the rec- 
ommended changes of the special Review 
Board, headed by Rear Adm. J. Cary 
Jones, USN. Officers affected by the 
Board's findings are being notified by the 
Bureau. No further changes in the lineal 
list are contemplated in either collective 
or individual cases. 


Medical Revision Bill Passed 

The House has this week passed the 
bill, H. R. 3215, which provides for revis 
ing the Medical Departments of the Army 
and Navy. Originally suggested in the 
form of two bills, the measure as passed 
carries parallel provisions in a single bill 

The legislation provides for the estab- 
lishing in the Army and Navy of similar 
Medical Service Corps, with Reserve con 
ponents, to he composed of pharmacists, 
sanitary engineers, optometrists, psycbol- 
ogists, bacteriologists, business adminis- 
trators, and allied specialists. 

In the Medical Department of the Army 
would be a Service Corps with 3 sections— 
Pharmacy, Supply. and Administration, 
a Medical Allied Sciences Section: a0 
Optometry Section, and other Sections de- 
termined on by the Secretary of War. The 
Bureau of Medicine and Surgery of the 
Navy would have a similar set-up in the 
form of a Medical Service Corps with the 
addition of a Hospital Corps.

Comments on Army Bill 

Following are some of the comments 
written to the ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL 
by officers of the Army on the new pro- 
motion bill proposed by the War Depart- 
ment. 

Copies of all comments and suggestions 
sent to the ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL will 
be turned over to the members of the 
Senate and House Committees on Armed 
Services. These copies will contain no 
identification of the individual officers 
submitting them. The originals will be 
kept strictly confidential in the ARMY 
AND NAVY JOURNAL’s offices. 

Capt., SigC: “I favor the bill as drafted. 
Think the bill as now stands is ideal for the 
modern US Army. Time and experience will 
iron out any minor discrepancies.” 

Col., CE: “Careful selection-promotion by 
seniority to lieutenant colonel and the stream- 
lining of elimination or retirement and pro- 
cedures are recommended for our peacetime 
army.” 

Lt. Col.: “Recommend (1) inclusion of oath 
similar to Navy Bill for Selection Board mem- 
bers: (2) Inclusion of ‘Information to be 
furnished selection boards’ in bill; (3) Inclu- 
sion of section defining ‘duties of selection 
board’; (4) Provision making any officer who 
has been passed over once ineligible for duty 
on selection board; (5) Provision that status 
of having failed once of selection shall not 
in itself be prejudicial to selection on second 
consideration; (6) Provision for retirement in 
next higher grade for officers retired for 
physical after selection but prior to promo- 
tion.” 

Capt., FA: “I favor the bill as drafted, If 
feasible the methods of eliminating unfit 
should be included. The system of efficiency 
ratings is very unsatisfactory.” 

Lt. Col., DC: “This bill no longer gives an 
officer pride in his work, This bill makes it a 
matter of ‘who you know’, not what you 
know.” 

Lt. Col., Inf.: “I favor the bill as drafted. 
I favor increased forced attrition in all grades 
to eliminate many physically unfit and low 
efficiency officers. I also favor less time in 
grade for promotion.” 

Ist Lt., AC: “Selection Board an 
playground for petty Army politics.’ 

Lt. Col., FA: “It paves the way for apple- 
polishing, favoritism and chance, It rewards 
age, but not experience, which counts, Offi- 
cers who fought or troop officers will suffer. 
Aides and brass will gain.” 

Maj., VC: “Provides very little actual se- 
curity because it allows elimination of an in- 
dividual by being passed over twice, Allows 
the human element to influence efficiency rat- 
ings too much which ultimately affects pro- 
motion,” 

Capt., AUS-Ret.: “Promotion by selection 
would destroy not only morale, but efficiency. 
Keep ALL members of the Officers’ Corps on 
the beam and deserving of promotion by merit 
through strict but fair policy of forced at- 
trition; then let promotion be by seniority.” 

Ist Lt., AC: “I favor the bill as drafted. 
But I think Res, and AUS officers should be 
given consideration for active commissioned 
service, If I had known this I would not have 
applied as I would lose 5 years’ commis- 
sioned service and if I turn down appoint- 
ment in RA I will lose Reserve bonus.”

Ranking industrial capacity alongsiy, 
manpower mobilization and research por 
development as vital safeguards in event 
of future National emergencies, Gener 
Brehon Somervell, USA-Ret., asserte, 
last week that “the smaller our Army and 
Navy become, the greater the degree ot 
industrial mobilization which we must 
maintain in time of peace.” 

The wartime Chief of Army Seryigg 
Forces, noting that chances of victory in 
a third world war are strongly onthe 
side of the nation which first mobilizes 
all of its resources, advocated a “hjg) 
level agency to control the mobilization o¢ 
our total economy.” This plea was ag. 
dressed to the National Industrial (» 
ference Board in New York on 28 May 
General Somervell is now president 05 
Koppers Company, Inc. 

“This involves considerations of labo 
civil defense, civilian production, raw mg 
terials, facilities, transportation, 
munications, power, war finance, foreig, 
trade, and other aspects of the war eco. 
omy which it would not be proper for the 
Army and Navy to administer,” he de. 
clared. “We must have the nucleus of ciyi] 
agencies for this purpose in operation be 
fore the advent of war and not finally; 
achieve them after years of bungling and 
confusion.” 

General Somervell said that although 
the Army and Navy Munitions Board is 
hard at work on industrial planning 
“they have yet to complete even paper 
plans for industrial mobilization.” 

“We can buy the time to train military 
manpower through peacetime universa 
training,” he said, but in World War III 
“we never shall be able to compete with 
our most probable foe on the basis of 
sheer weight of manpower. We must wil 
as we won the last war, by superior skil 
and equipment, by our superiority in pro- 
ductive genius and plant, coupled wit! 
competent training in the use of what we 
provide, and by better leadership.”

Cites Atom Bomb Defenses 

Rear Adm. William S. Parsons, USN, 
Director of Atomic Defense in the Office 
of CNO, stated this week that although 
“the only fully-developed part of a push- 
button machine so far is the push button, 
there are actually three kinds of defense 
against the atomic bomb.” 

To the annual convention of the Edison 
Electric Institute in Atlantic City, N. J., 
on 5 June, Admiral Parsons said: 

“The first defense, which would be posi- 
tive against surprise attack, is political 
and would be aecomplished by operations 
under the Baruch plan. 

“The second form of defense is the abili- 
ty to retaliate. 

“The third defense is passive and con- 
sists of taking steps to minimize the ef- 
fect of atomic attack. The Bikini tests 
come in the third category of passive de- 
fense. The technical reports of these tests 
are now nearly complete and have been 
acted on by the Joint Chiefs of Staff 
Evaluation Board.”

Comments on Navy Bill 

The following comments on the Navy 
Department’s proposed promotion bill 
have been received by the ARMY AND 
NAVY JOURNAL. 

Copies of all comments and suggestions 
sent to the ARMy AND Navy JOURNAL will 
be turned over to the members of the 
Senate and House Committees on Armed 
These copies will contain no 
identification of the individual officers 
submitting them. The originals will be 
kept strictly confidential in the ARMY 
AND NAVY JOURNAL’s offices. 

Lt. Comdr., USN: “Undoubtedly you have 
received numerous letters explaining the 
plight of a group of regular Navy officers 
formerly who transferred prior to 
Public Law 347, 79th Congress 

“Briefly, two injustices are evident: 1, In 
the proposed promotion bill, it is possible for 
the concerned officers above the rank of 
lieutenant, upon failing twice in selection, to 
be forced out without the 20-year retirement 
benefit afforded reserves transferring pur- 
suant to P. L. 347, 79th Congress. 2. These 
same officers can only count accrued leave as 
of the date of their transfer to USN whereas 
those transferring pursuant to P. L. 347 
79th Congress reap the full benefits from ac- 
cumulated reserve leave. 

“In my own case, I had ST days’ leave credit 
(reserve and regular) but due to existing 
law this was reduced to 8 days. Had I been 
hesitant in choosing a career and waited for 
the 79th Congress, my accrued leave would 
still be S7 days. 

“There are many concerned with the two 
foregoing problems, Would you please publish 
all information available on what action is 
being taken to correct the proposed Navy pro- 
motion bill and what is to be done to elimi- 
nate and rectify the injustice of the leave 
bonus situation?” 

Lt.. USN—*“I would like to cal! to your at- 
tention a small group of Naval Officers, form 
erly Reserves, whom I feel have unintention 
ally rather heavily discriminated 
against, 

“This group consists of officers who were 
commissioned in the line of the Naval Re 
serve prior to the war and who were re 
quired to vacate their commissions in order 
to undertake flight training to become Naval 
Aviators. 

“At no time has such a requirement been 
imposed on Regular officers and recognizing 
this fact the Navy Department, beginning 
in 1942, instituted a parallel policy for Re- 
serves, no longer requiring them to resign a 
commission to undergo training leading to a 
designation of Naval Aviator, Unfortunately, 
this policy was not made retroactive and 
therefore these Reserve officers who became 
aviators under the old policy have suffered 
a loss of precedence, compared with Regulars 
of the same initial seniority, which is equiva- 
lent to years of service in time of 
peace.”

Test Open-Bridge ‘Greenhouse’ 

Initial experimental tests of a trans- 
parent plastic “greenhouse” designed to 
provide blast and weather protection for 
the open bridges of combat ships are be- 
ing completed aboard the USS Man- 
chester (CL-83), now en route to New- 
port, R. I., from the Mediterranean. 

The “greenhouse” consists of panel sec- 
tions of plastic in a metal framework 
mounted over the forward section of the 
open bridge. These tests will be followed 
by further studies and tests in an effort 
to devise a completely satisfactory trans- 
parent covering for personnel on exposed 
bridges who now have no protection from 
the weather, gun blasts, and fumes, 
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hai, Manila, and Trieste. 

In addition to limited vessel inspection 
services, shipment and discharge of sea- 
men, and licensing and certificating, the 
Merchant Marine Details performed re- 
lated functions of marine casualty inves- 
tigations, and investigations and hearings 
of acts of incompetency, misconduct, neg- 
ligence, unskillfulness, or wilful viola- 
tion of law by licensed and certificated 
members of the merchant marine.

T is gratifying to note that as the perspective of the war increases, and pride in 
performance is softening the grief for those who died and dimming the suffering, 
hardships and discomforts which service imposed, there is emerging general under- 
standing of the greatness of the professional military leadership the country epjoyed 
when its life and interests were at stake. We hear less and less of brass and gold 
braid, more and more of the view expressed by General of the Army Dwight D. .Eisen- 
hower in his able address to the Graduates at West Point, that “the true soldier of 
America is a leader for world cooperation, knowing that to serye best the security 
of his country he must work for the cause of peace.” As the high example of this 
truth, is the Secretary of State, General of the Army George C. Marshall, of whom 
Senator Vandenberg, Republican, said during the debate on the Italian Peace Treaty 
in the Senate: “I must consider him to be a very great and deeply trusted Ameri- 
can, and a Secretary of State in the finest American tradition.” Then there is General 
of the Army Douglas MacArthur, a pro-consul whose incomparable administration 
of Japan is acclaimed by the conquered people whom he is leading in peace toward 
democracy. We have other professional soldiers of distinction in diplomatic and other 
governmental and private fields of endeavor, who, in their persons and actions, are 
denials of the charge that the military mind “is a mind hostile to freedom.” Secretary 
Patterson, distinguished for his protection of civil liberties as a judge, took this 
charge apart when before the Alumni Association of Columbia University, he said it 
could not stand up, that a military mind is not a closed mind, and that it can adjust 
itself to changed conditions, The proof of the pudding is the eating, and as we look- 
ing over the past and recall Washington, Jackson and Grant whom Mr. Patterson 
mentioned, Pershing, Marshall, MacArthur, Eisenhower, Bradley, Clark, Bedell Smith, 
Nimitz, Kirk, Holcomb and a host of others who are of our time, it is a tribute to the 
American type of professional soldier, sailor and aviator, and the training given, that 
the essence of democracy is not only preserved but strengthened in them, and that 
they express this fact in whatever position, military or civilian, they occupy. We are 
forming today a new Army, a new Navy and a new Air Service, and in their instruc- 
tion, the emphasis is being placed not only upon the military mind but upon the free 
mind which properly controlled, will insure security and simultaneously carry on the 
traditions that will make for able direction of whatever other important duties they 
may be ordered to discharge. 


LTHOUGH the Eightieth Congress is entering on its sixth month and its first 
session has less than six weeks to go, much of the legislative requirements of the 
Armed Services are yet to be enacted. The only measure of major importance to become 
law is that permanently establishing the Nurse Corps of the Army and Navy and 
recognizing the commissioned status of their members. It now appears that Congres- 
sional leaders intend to push the President’s unification recommendation through 
both Houses before adjournment, The House Committee on Armed Services, under the 
chairmanship of Representative Andrews (R.-N. Y.), expects within a few weeks 
to be able to report the bills for promotion systems for the Regular Establishments, 
retirement systems for the Regular Army, the National Guard and the reserve com- 
ponents of all the Services, and that providing additional pay to keep and obtain 
doctors for the Medical Services. The Senate Committee on Armed Services, under 
the leadership of Senator Chan Gurney (R.-S. D.), has devoted most of its time to 
the Unification bill under the reasoning that success or failure of that measure will 
have a bearing on most other Service matters and therefore should be disposed of 
first. The Committee work on Unification having been completed this week, and 
scheduled for consideration on the floor next month, Senator Gurney plans to bring 
up the Army enlistment bill, setting up permanent terms of: enlistment for the Regu- 
lar Army and authorizing the continuation of long term tours as a basis for the career 
plan being worked up by the War Department. Following that he purposes to dispose 
of a number of minor and uncontroversial measures, and then to proceed immediately 
with the promotion, retirement, and medical pay bills. However, despite the continu- 
ous work of the committees during the first five months of the Congress it can be 
seen that much yet remains that is of importance to the planning and efficiency of the 
post-war establishments. The promotion matter should be settled so that permanent 
eareer officers may know what they have to look forward to. Vital also to morale, and 
hence to efficiency, of the Army is the bill permitting Regular personnel to retire with 
the rank and pay of their highest war-time grade—a principle under which the Navy, 
Marine Corps, and Coast Guard have been functioning for more than a year. In simple 
justice the measure under consideration should be amended to give former enlisted 
men who served as war-time officers their full rank, and pay based thereon immedi- 
ately upon retirement, instead of awaiting for the completion of 30 years’ service, 
and should be approved this session to avoid further perpetration of the discrimina- 
tion now existing. The program of legislation is extensive, but so important that we 
urge the committees and the two Houses of Congress to give the Service measures the 
right of way, but with thorough and full consideration of every provision thereof.

AAF Rescue Teams Formed 

Parachutist rescue teams of medical 
technicians and guides are being organ- 
ized by the Army Air Forces to be used 
in operations of the 10th Rescue Squad- 
ron in Alaska. 

The teams, each including two medical 
technicians, two Alaskan guides, and a 
jamp surgeon, are being formed as a part 
of a program to enlarge the polar rescue 
squadron and add greater mobility and 
efficiency in cases involving aircraft 
forced down in areas normally inaccessi- 
ble to ordinary rescue operations. 

The AAF also has organized and is 
training two overland rescue teams, each 
including guides, medical aidsmen and 
woodsmen. All the personnel are AAF 
officers and enlisted men trained by Alas- 
kan guides familiar with the country. 


Air Industrial Mobilization 

The Army Air Forces has ten govern- 
ment-owned reserve manufacturing plants 
as part of the industrial preparedness 


| program. Of these ten, two are now in 


production, two are being made Air Ma- 
teriel Command installations for assign- 
ment as storage points for AAF industrial 
machine tools, while the balance of the 
plants will be sold or leased by the War 
Assets Administration as surplus. 

The National Security Clause provides 
that these plants may be recaptured in 
120 days, and that no major changes be 
made by the purchaser or lessee that 
would prevent the plant from being re- 
activated within 120 days.

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SERVICE NEWS AND GOSSIP 


Foreign Affairs—There is an integration of our foreign policy as a result of the 
careful planning done by Secretary of State Marshall which assures coordination 
in the application of our principles throughout the world, and in the promotion of 
the Nation’s security and protection of its interests. The Frent the Secretary deter- 
mined to establish against communism is emerging in clear cut lines around the Globe, 
and is being strengthened by our cooperation with like minded Powers, joint and 
independent political action, relief, and financial and military aid. It is charged that 
we are extending our operations beyond our means, are failing to cooperate with 
other Nations, and are accepting too many commitments, moral and otherwise. As 
a matter of fact, cold blooded estimates are made of every development in the east 
as well as the west, and General Marshall requires that each solution reached shall 
fit exactly into the pattern of our over-all policy. 

Examples of this sound procedure were furnished by events of this week. Our 
intimate cooperation with Great Britain is of general knowledge—the Soviet Gov- 
ernment expressed it when discussing the garrisons that should remain in Germany, 
it demanded that its strength should equal the combined strength of the American 
and British forces. There has occurred the jointure of the American and British zones 
in Germany, which does not appeal to Moscow. With Canada we have been holding 
joint Arctic maneuvers, and, to extend this joint defense, we are negotiating with 
Denmark for the retention of a base on Greenland, whereas the Soviets argue we must 
retire from that. icy territory. We are supporting the Ramadier and de Gasperi gov- 
ernments newly formed in Paris and Rome, respectively, are giving aid, arms and mili- 
tary instruction to Greece and Turkey, and advance of $30 millions to Iran, are sup- 
porting Chiang Kai-shek whose government presently is engaged in recriminations 
with Russia over Chinese and Soviet propaganda, and are pressing the Russians for 
an agreement in Korea. Most important in this global picture is the settlement of our 
dispute with Argentina and the prospects now of continental solidarity which has 
been the constant purpose of Washington diplomacy, and which promises to be realized 
at a meeting to be held at Rio de Janeire. Always in the back of General Marshall’s 
mind is the United Nations, resort to which fs and will be made when developments so 
justify. As he made plain in his Harvard speech 5 June, we will cooperate willingly 
with any government which will assist in the recovery program but we will give no 
help to those that maneuver to block it. 

To pierce the Front which General Marshall is establishing, and especially to 
answer our moves in Turkey and Greece and to threaten Italy with communistic 
infiltration, the Soviets ejected Hungarian Prime Minister Nagy despite the large 
popular majority which put him in office, and established a puppet government in its 
place. This prospect was forecast long ago by the Communists’ retention of police 
powers in Hungary, which permitted the imprisonment of Bela Kovacs who had reso- 
lutely opposed Communist manipulations, and the intimidation of such other Hun- 
garians as refused to bend the knee to Moscow. It was forecast even earlier by Soviet 
possession of military control over the conquered country, and by Russian designa- 
tion of a commissar to stand guard over the Budapest government. Through military 
jailers Hungary was doomed to Soviet domination with all which that means. Ameri- 
can economic aid to Hungary under earlier commitments has been appreciable, in- 
cluding a return of $32 millions in gold which had been impounded by American 
troops, and a credit of $15 millions for purchase of surplus American equipment in 
Germany :—the winter visit to Washington by Mr. Nagy and his colleagues had es- 
tablished a credit of $15 millions more. However, promptly on the announcement of 
Mr. Nagy’s “resignation” (the Hungarian Minister in Washington and other diplo- 
mats are refusing to recognize the Communist crowd) the American State Depart- 
ment properly suspended this additional credit “pending clarification of developments.” 
It was the only available means, besides a paper protest or inquiry, of showing in 
tangible form American displeasure over Moscow’s contemptuous overriding of a 
popular majority which had been rolled up in an election in accord with the Yalta 
program and to which Russia itself expressed no opposition at the time. 

Resentment over the Soviet technique in Hungary was expressed by the Senate 
when it overwhelmingly ratified on Thursday the peace treaty with Hungary (along 
with those with Italy, Roumania and Bulgaria). Thereby it accepted as its own opinion 
our sense of outrage which Secretary Marshall described and the view of Senator Van- 
denberg that nowhere could the communists have more openly presented a more cynical 
illustration of their idea of democracy. True by ratifying the Treaty we did so with a 
Communist government at Budapest, but there are provisions of the treaty important 
for peace, amongst them the withdrawal of the Russian occupying force save those 
who will protect lines of communication. We are cynical enough to believe that these 
lines will prove to be very heavily garrisoned. Time will make a disclosure on this 
point, but meanwhile Mr. Vandenberg suggested in the course of his denunciation 
of “an apparent treacherous conquest” that the Hungarian question be investigated 
by the United Nations. It cannot be expected that the Security Council of that Or- 
ganization will approve such a course—the Russian veto would intervene. But the 
Assembly will meet in the fall, and it will be urged to institute a probe since Russian 
moves certainly are threatening to peace. 

It is to be expected that encouraged by the communistic coup in Hungary, the 
fellow travelers will be busy in Italy whose frontier abuts on the Soviet orbit. Our 
policy as already expressed calls for the support of the legally constituted de Gasperi 
Government, from which communists are excluded. Secretary Marshall has congratu- 
lated that government, he urged, and the Senate agreed to ratification of the Italian 
Treaty unjust as it is in many respects, but an essential action because Senate re- 
jection would have caused the world to lose all confidence in our proposals and lead- 
ership. Financial and economic aid will be supplied to Italy, including the lifting of the 
freeze upon her assets in the United States. Our troops when ratification by all the 
Big Four occur, will be withdrawn. Stable and anti-communistic governments in Italy 
and France and improvement of economic conditions in those countries, are the goals 
of the policy we are pursuing towards them, and, if realized, undoubtedly, will dis- 
pose Russia toward early peace settlement. 

The India partition, long thought of as a signal for disastrous civil war, now is 
on the point of being achieved with actual approval by that populous area’s warring 
sects, and—still more remarkable—with retention of India’s several parts in the 
framework of the British Commonwealth. Agreement came most surprisingly, so 
much so that Mr. Churchill himself as opposition leader stated publicly that fulfillment 
of the promise would bring great credit to Premier Attlee as well as Viceroy Mount- 
batten whose negotiations seem to have converted Moslem and Hindu and Sikh to 
the settlement. The exact terms are yet to be decided. The most populous and wealthy 
rea (220,000,000) will become Hindustan. Another (60,000,000) will become Pakistan, 




















or Moslem territory. The difficulty will be in arranging partitions of Punjab, Sind, 
Assam and Bengal to separate local minority zones from surrounding majority terri- 
tory. The very considerable area making up the 500 independent Princely States 
(population 90,000,000) may well decide to go neither to Hindustan nor to Pakistan, 
but to retain individual independence or group independence in a new “Rajistan.” 
A large diplomatic success has been gained by the British Commonwealth for which, 
as Mr. Churchill says, great credit is due, but to think of India’s future as serene 
is presuming a good deal. It still is terribly overpopulated and still is subject to the 
economic misery which long has cursed it far more than its political troubles. Political 
independence provides no immediate cure for starvation, and large local minorities 
can disturb the best plans even of governments with long experience. 


Integration Procedure—As the Corps of Military Police is not at present a Regu- 
lar Army branch, 133 officers receiving commissions under the latest increment of 
the Second Integration Program are commissioned in the Infantry and detailed to 
the Corps of Military Police. The Quartermaster Corps, receiving the largest 
number of the Technical Services, received 241 officers of its own and 281 officers 
marked for duty with the Transportation Corps. In addition to 117 officers nominated 
for duty with the Finance Department, that branch was slated to carry 62 first 
lieutenants who will serve in the Adjutant General’s Department until they are 
eligible for the grade of captain, lowest Regular Army Adjutant General’s Depart- 
ment grade. 


Naval Air Transport—In refuting claims that Ground Control Approach units 
require an excessive amount of maintenance involving increased operating expense 
and time off the air, the Naval Air Transport Service has reported that over a four- 
months’ period its GCA units required only 1.87 hours for maintenance and 2.39 hours 
daily for preventive maintenance, 

“It is considered that these figures are extremely low and that they furnish 
strong testimony as to the reliability of the equipment,’ NATS reported. For the 
month of April, NATS stated that 17 GCA units required only 1.68 hours a day for 
maintenance and 2.57 hours for preventive maintenance. 


Judge Advocate General’s Department—The honorary degree of Doctor of Laws, 
conferred upon Maj. Gen. Thomas H. Green, The Judge Advocate General, by Bos- 
ton University last week, was accompanied by the following citation by President 
Daniel L. Marsh: “Thomas Henry Green, graduate of Boston University with the 
degree of Bachelor of Laws, entering the United States Army in the First World 
War, only two years after graduation, and remaining in the Army until the present, 
gradually climbing the ladder of fame and responsibility on rungs of work well done 
until today you occupy the eminent position of Judge Advocate General of the 
United States Army,—on the recommendation of the University Council, and by the 
authority of the Trustees of Boston University acting under the Statutes of the 
Commonwealth of Massachusetts, I confer upon you the degree of Doctor of Laws, 
and admit you to all the honors, privileges and responsibilities thereto appertaining.” 

The Distinguished Service Medal was presented to Col. Claude B. Mickelwait on 
4 June in a brief ceremony in the office of Maj. Gen. Thomas H. Green, The Judge 
Advocate General, who made the presentation, The award was made for Colonel 
Mickelwait’s services as Deputy Theater Judge Advocate and Theater Judge Advo- 
cate, United States Forces, European Theater, from May 1945, to March 1947. Colonel 
Mickelwait is now assigned as Assistant Judge Advocate General in charge of civil 
matters. 

Col. William P. Connally, jr., former acting Assistant Judge Advocate General and 
Chief, Claims and Litigation Group, has been appointed Chief, Military Affairs Group, 
replacing Col. John W. Huyssoon, who will leave for Hawaii in July. 

Col. Eugene M. Caffey has replaced Lt. Col. Nicholas R. Voorhis as Executive 
and Chief, Administrative Group. Colonel Voorhis becomes Assistant Executive, re- 
placing Lt. Col. Franklin W. Clarke, who has been assigned to Military Justice Group. 

Col. Paul S. Jones has been relieved from JAGO and assigned to Detachment 
of Patients, Walter Reed General Hospital. 

Maj. Albert J. Dooley has been relieved from JAGO and assigned to Headquarters, 
Second Army, Baltimore, Md. 

Col. David S. McLean has returned from Austria and has been assigned to a 
Special Clemency Board in the office of the Under Secretary of War. 


Marine Corps—aA chronology on the development of techniques of modern «nm 
phibious warfare, prepared by Lt. Col. R. D. Heinl, jr., USMC, and printed in The 
Washington Post of 1 June, shows that the U. S. Marine Corps pioneered amphibious 
operations as early as 1921 and that the Army’s initial manual dealing with landing 
operations, published 20 years later, was directly based on Marine Corps doctrine. 

Colonel! Heinl wrote The Post to refute an editorial statement that the Marines 
should not be given sole credit for developing the technique of amphibious operations. 
His letter lists the following major events: (1.) 1921—The East and West Coast 
Expeditionary Forces, U. 8. Marine Corps, were formed as offensive landing forces 
for service with the U. 8S. Fleet. (2.) 1929—The Marine Corps schools at Quantico 
issued the first doctrinal studies on the conduct of modern assault landing operations. 
(3.) 19838—The Expeditionary Forces were reorganized and increased in strength 
under new designation as Fleet Marine Force. (4.) 1935—Fleet Landing Exercise 1 
was conducted by the Fleet Marine Force at Culebra, P. R. No Army troops partici- 
pated. (5.) 1988—The Marines’ “Tentative Landing Operations Manual” was adopted 
intact by the Navy as FTP-167, and (6.) 1941—The Army issued “Field Manual 31-5,” 
the first Army publication devoted to modern landing operations. 

(7.) 1941-1942: The First, Third and Ninth Infantry Divisions, which composed 
the entire assault infantry component in the North African landings, received their 
amphibious training under direction of Fleet Marine Force commanders and their 
staffs, and with the assistance and support of the Fleet Marine Force. These were the 
first major Army units to be trained for amphibious assault (exactly 20 years after 
formation of the East and West Coast Expeditionary Forces of the Marine Corps). 

(8.) 1942-1944: Marine Corps training agencies completed the amphibious trail- 
ing of the Seventh, Eighty-first, Ninety-sixth and Ninety-seventh Army Infantry Di- 
visions, as well as ATF-9 Thirteenth Canadian Brigade, Seventh Infantry Divisio. 
Fifty-third and 184th Army Regimental Combat teams, a provisional corps organ 
ized for amphibious operations in the Aleutians.

Co.’s, Major Ports; Harbor Craft and Port Marine 
Maintenance Companies; Hq. & Hq. Co.’s, Highway Transport Service, and Hq. & 
Hg. Detachment, Truck Battalions, and Truck Companies (Heavy). 

The War Department has announced that effective 1 July a Transportation 
Corps ROTO unit will be established at the University of Maryland, College Park, 
Md. This will make a total of 16 Universities and Colleges of this country offering 
Transportation Corps courses.

Intelligence in AGF 

(Continued from First Page) 
has some specialist assistants whose ex- 
perience and educational background are 
different from the average. These special- 
ists may not necessarily be good combat 
soldiers or staff officers due to the limited 
time available for training in wartime. 
They can, however, function efficiently 
in their restricted field. The intelligence 
staff officer, who is basically a soldier, 
must obtain the maximum efficiency from 
the work of these specialists, must real- 
ize their limitations and individual apti- 
tudes, and mold the products of fheir 
work into sound estimates of enemy capa- 
bilities. 

The intelligence activities of AGF can 
be grouped into two categories—Training 
and Operational Intelligence. 

Training; The training responsibility 
is continuous, and the efficiency with 
which it is executed reflects directly on 
the state of preparedness of the ground 
forces. The means for conducting intel- 
ligence training are AGF schools, units 
and maneuvers. 

1. Schools: The foremost agency for 
training intelligence staff officers and 
specialists, and for inculeating in all 
ground officers a sound attitude toward 
intelligence is the AGF school system. 
Briefly this is composed of: 

a. The Ground General School. The 
Basic Branch Immaterial Course of this 
school, which all newly commissioned 
ground second lieutenants must attend, 
gives considerable emphasis to basic in- 
telligence and allied subjects. The Intel- 
ligence Department of this school con- 
ducts courses for combat intelligence staff 
officers, who have completed branch basic 
school, at division level and below, and 
for enlisted intelligence specialists in 
order of battle, photo interpretation and 
prisoner of war interrogation. A short, 
314-week course for Installation officers 
has recently been added to this Depart- 
ment. 

b. The Artillery School. 

ec. The Infantry School. 

d. The Armored School. 

These three latter schools conduct basic 
and advanced courses in their respective 
arms. Every officer in each arm must at- 
tend both courses unless he has construc- 
tive credit for wartime experience. Gen- 
eral instruction is given in these schools 
in intelligence applicable to their branch 
along with staff fuctions from battalion 
to division inclusive. 

e. The Command and General Staff Col- 
lege. This college is designed to school 
with adequate military educa- 
tional background, for the principal gen- 
eral staff positions from division to army, 
inclusive, and to hold subordinate posi- 
tions on higher staffs. During the staff 
specialization portion of the course, its 


+ Intelligence Division gives special intel- 


ligence training to one quarter of its 
students. 

This formal education, in a matter of 
years, should result in an AGF which is 
conscious of intelligence, and should pro- 
vide a sufficient number of qualified in- 
telligence staff officers in the regular es- 
tablishment to perform more efficiently 
at the outset of another war. 

No effort is made to train Regular Army 
specialist personnel in numbers adequate 
to provide the specialists required in an 
emergency. We cannot justify intensive 
peacetime training in all specialist func- 
tions, although we do have use in the 
peacetime army for a limited number of 
Photo Interpreter and Order of Battle 
specialists. The “know how” in other 
specialities will be kept alive through re- 
search and general instruction at the 
Ground General School and the Command 
and General Staff College and through 
civilian component instruction. Training 
by civilian affiliation will be developed 
to the fullest in order to provide quickly 
a maximum number of specialists in event 
of emergency. 





Intelligence ‘reserve personnel will be 
given correspondence courses and assign- 
ments designed to keep them abreast of 
current world trends and developments in 
intelligence techniques. 

2. Unit Training. The aim in this field 
is to train and exercise the organic in- 
telligence agencies of the unit, train 
leaders to employ intelligence, and train 
all members of the unit in observing and 
reporting enemy activities. The current 
AGF Training Memorandum contains the 
following reference to intelligence: “In- 
telligence training ... and intelligence 
participation in field exercises and ma- 
neuvers will be continuous.” It is realized 
that this directive alone will not attain 
the results desired; constant command 
supervision in this matter is essential. 

3. Maneuver Enemy: To help attain our 
objective, to inject realism in maneuvers 
and to eliminate the passive attitude us- 
ually assumed by troops, a fictitious 
enemy, “Aggressor,” has been devised. 
“Aggressor” has been given a geographi- 
cal location, history, national character- 
istics and a modern army and air force, 
complete with order of battle, personal- 
ities, etc. The development of these data 
is in the final stages at the Ground Gen- 
eral School. Manuals will be published in 
the near future for use by troops and 
schools and in preparation of extension 


courses. Large scale maneuvers in the 
future will be conducted against “Ag- 
gressor.” The first of these was the am- 
phibious maneuvers in Sixth Army in 


November-December 1946 where “Aggres- 
sor” had gained and exploited a beach- 
head in the vicinity of Los Angeles, Cali- 
fornia. Future maneuvers will be con- 
ducted as if they were renewals of this 
first conflict. 

It is planned to continue the develop 
ment of “Aggressor” in order to maintain 
a maneuver enemy representative of mod- 
ern armies with modern organization and 
equipment. The nucleus for Aggressor 
troops is located at Fort Riley, Kansas, 
where, under the Ground General School 
Center, development and research will be 
continued. 

Operational Intelligence: Besides im- 
proving and extending intelligence train- 
ing, Army Ground Forces has another 
intelligence mission. In any conflict, two 
principal factors must be considered— 
your own forces and those which will 
oppose them. Knowledge of potential 
enemies is essential in order to train your 
own troops and to perfect your equip 
ment to cope with methods and equip- 
ment peculiar to the enemy, and in order 
to prevent surprise. 

Army Ground Forces obtains informa- 
tion on foreign military trends and de 
velopments and disseminates this infor- 
mation to subordinate commands for use 
in training and technical development. 
This headquarters also observes closely 
the development of foreign political and 
economic trends which may affect the 
capabilities of foreign potential enemies.

NEPA is engaged in research leading 
toward the development of atomic ¢n- 
ergy for the propulsion of aircraft. The 
project is sponsored jointly by the Army 
Air Forces and the Navy Bureau of Aero- 
nautics and administered by the Army 
Air Forces.

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Service Promotion Bill 
(Continued from First Page) 
exceed the maximums otherwise set forth 

in the bill, 

Chairman Andrews told the House, dur- 
ing debate on the Military Establishment 
Appropriations Bill on 4 June: 

“You will be perfectly amazed when we bring 
the promotion bill for the Army and the Navy 
on the floor of this House at what we have 
been able to effect in a permanent reduction 
in rank, in the ceiling on those positions, and 
in the number of generals. You will find that 
the number of generals in the Army ground 
forces will be not to exceed 210, the number of 
generals in the Air Corps will be way below 
that, and the number of starred admirals from 
the top down in the Navy will be in propor- 
tion to those in the Army. c 

“I feel that we have been highly succssful 
in reaching these decisions with the members 
of the War Department, the Navy Depart- 
ment, and the various other branches, the Air 
Corps, and the Marine Corps.” 

Having received lists of General and 
Flag officer billets listed in declining 
order of importance from the Depart- 
ments, the subcommittee was able to draw 
the line at its discretion. 

Representative Paul Kilday (D-Tex.), 
formerly a member of the Military Affairs 
Committee and now on the Committee on 
Armed Services, followed Mr. Andrews: 

“The gentieman trom New York, the chair- 
man of the Committee on Armed Services, 
stated what we hoped to do with reference to 
the flag rank or the so-called brass hats. You 
will be amazed when you see the extent to 
which we have cut. But when you consider the 
action taken in the departments you will find 
that at the termination of the war the Army 
had 1,500 generals of one-, two-, three-, four-, 
and five-star rank. Voluntarily, by their own 
action, they have reduced that to 500 generals. 
There seems to be a feeling throughout the 
country that the lower ranks have been cut 
but the general officers have not been cut. They 
have gone down through the administrative 
action of the department itself about two- 
thirds and we propose to reduce that figure 
by about half in the permanent establishment.” 

Representative Dewey Short (R-Mo.), 
who heads the personnel subcommittee, 
said that the promotion bills will be com- 
bined into a single piece of legislation 
covering promotion of officers in the 
Armed Services. The Army bill, intro- 
duced as H.R. 2536, will be added as 
Title V to the lengthy Navy bill, H.R. 
2537 already consisting of four titles. 

The subcommittee still hopes to present 
promotion legislation to the full Commit- 
tee on 17 June, Mr. Short declared. 

Other controversial features of the pro- 
motion bills were resolved as follows: 

1, The Navy will continue to have Rear 
Admirals of the upper half and lower 
half, rather than Commodores in lieu of 
lower half Rear Admirals. 

2. Section 18 of the Army bill, giving 
Brigadier Generals seniority with Rear 
Admirals of the lower half according to 
a dates of rank, will remain in the 
ill. 

3. No credit for active Reserve service 
prior to 7 Dec. 1941 will be given, the 
subcommittee considering this a detfici- 
ency in the integration law, P. L. 281, 
and not of the promotion bill. 

4. The pay increase for Brigadier Gen- 
erals and others of that grade—from 
$6,600 to $7,700—will be omitted from 
the bill, the subcommittee considering 
this a matter for separate pay legislation. 


Naval Architects Meet 

The Society of Naval Architects and 
Marine Engineers, at its spring meeting 
23-24 May, visited Navy engineering sta- 
tious at Annapolis and Washington. 

The group went to Annapolis 23 May 
to visit the Naval Engineering Experi- 
ment Station commanded by Capt. Wilson 
D. Leggett. While in Washington, the 
group visited the David Taylor Model 
Basin in Carderock, Md., and the Naval 
Research ‘Laboratory in Anacostia, D. C. 

About 150 members attended. Capt. 
William W. Cone of the Engineering Coun- 
cil at the Experiment: Station was in 
charge of arrangements. 


Line School Classes Change 

‘The first post-war class at the General 
Line School, Newport, was ended 29 May, 
and preparations are underway to start 
the second year of the school on 28 July 
with 600 officers. 

Some 360 Naval Aviators are to report 
15 July, and a second group is due ten 
days later. The class just completed com- 
prised 532 student officers. 

Capt. Frederick Moosbrugger, 
heads the General Line School. 
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Report Unification Bill 
(Continued from First Page) 
and, if need be, the prosecution of war. 

“I wish to reiterate my previous statement 
to your committee that early action on this 
legislation is necessary in order that we may 
get on with the important task of planning 
and preparing the Armed Services to meet the 
requirements of our national security.” 

Senator Gurney, chairman of the com- 
mittee, stated that a letter of approval 
is expected from the Secretary of the 
Navy or Fleet Admiral Nimitz. 

Final amendments agreed on by the 
committee included providing that per- 
sonnel appointed within the National 
Security Council and the National Secur- 
ity Resources Board shall be appointed 
under the Civil Service Act and Classifi- 
cation; Title II will be called The Na- 
tional Security Organization instead of 
The National Security Establishment; 
that the relative rank of the Present 
Chief of Naval Operations will not be 
changed by the Act. This corrects an 
omission in the phrasing that excluded 
only the present Chief of Staff of the 
Army from having his relative rank af- 
fected by the bill, if enacted. 

By another amendment the present 
wartime organizations of the Army and 
Navy would be continued for 2 years after 
enactment of the Act to enable the De- 
partments to decide what permanent 
legislation may be needed. By this rul- 
ing, “Forces” would continue to make 
old-time “Branches” obsolete in the 
Army, and “Bureaus,” formerly inde- 
pendent in the Navy, would continue to 
be under the control of the Chief of 
Naval Operations. 

As reported, the measure contains the 
following provisions for the setting up of 
the new “Department of the Air Force” 
and the establishment of the “United 
States Air Force” separate from the Army 
and Navy: 

Department of the Air Force 

Sec. 207. (a) Within the National Security 
Establishment there is hereby established an 
executive department to be known as the De- 
partment of the Air Force, and a Secretary 
of the Air Force, who shall be the head thereof. 
The Secretary of the Air Force shall be ap- 
pointed from civilian life by the President, 
by and with the advice and consent of the 
Senate (b) Section 158 of the Revised 
Statutes is amended to include the Depart- 
ment of the Air Force and the provisions of 
so much of title 1V of the Revised Statutes as 
now or hereafter amended as is not incon- 
sistent with this Act, shall be applicable to 
the Department of the Air Force. 

(c) The term “Department of the Air 
Force” as used in this Act shall be construed 
to mean the Department of the Air Force at 
the seat of government and all field headquar- 
ters, forces, reserve components, installations, 
activities, and functions under the control or 
supervision of the Department of the Air 
Force. 

(d) There shall be in the Department of 
the Air Force an Under Secretary of the Air 
Force and two Assistant Secretaries of the 
Air Force, who shall be appointed from civil- 
ian life by the President by and with the ad- 
vice and consent of the Senate. 

(e) The several officers of the Department 
of the Air Force shall perform such functions 
as the Secretary of the Air Force may pre- 
scribe. 

(ft) So much of the functions of the Secre- 
tary of the Army and of the Department of 
the Army, including those of any oliicer of 
such Department, as are assigned to or under 
the control of the Commanding General, Army 
Air Forces, or as are deemed by the Secre- 
tary of National Security to be necessary or 
desirable for the operations of the Department 
of the Air Force or the United States Air 
Force, shall be transferred to and vested in 
the Secretary of the Air Force and the De- 
partment of the Air Force: Provided, That 
the National Guard Bureau shall, in addition 
to the functions and duties performed by it 
for the Department of the Army, be charged 
with similar functions and duties for the De- 
partment of the Air Force, and shall be the 
channel of communication between the De- 
partment of the Air Force and the several 
States on all matters pertaining to the Air 
National Guard: And provided further, That, 
in order to permit an orderly transfer, the 
Secretary of National Security may, during 
the transfer period hereinafter prescribed, di- 
rect that the Department of the Army shall 
continue for appropriate periods to exercise 
any of such functions, insofar as they relate 
to the Department of the Air Force, or the 
United States Air Force or their property and 
personnel. Such of the property, personnel, 
and records of the Department of the Army 
used in the exercise of functions transferred 
under this subsection as the Secretary of Na- 
tional Security shall determine shall be trans- 
ferred or assigned to the Department of the 
Air Force. 

(g) The Secretary of the Air Force shall 
cause a seal of office to be made for the Depart- 
ment of the Air Force, of such device as the 





President shall approve, and judicial notice 
shall be taken thereof. 
United States Air Force 

Sec. 208. (a) The United States Air Force 
is hereby established under the Department of 
the Air Force. The Army Air Forces, the Air 
Corps, United States Army, and the General 
Headquarters Air Force (Air Force Combat 
Command), shall be transferred to the United 
States Air Force. 

(b) There shall be a Chief of Staff, United 
States Air Force, who shall be appointed by 
the President, by and with the advice and con- 
sent of the Senate, for a term of four years 
from among the officers of general rank who 
are assigned to or commisioned in the United 
States Air Force. Under the direction of the 
Secretary of the Air Force, the Chief of Staff, 
United States Air Force, shall exercise com- 
mand over the United States Air Force and 
shall be charged with the duty of carrying into 
execution all lawful orders and directions 
which may be transmitted to him. The func- 
tions of the Commanding General, General 
Headquarters Air Force (Air Force Combat 
Command), and of the Chief of the Air Corps 
and of the Commanding General, Army Air 
Forces, shall be transferred to the Chief of 
Staff, United States Air Force. When such 
transfer becomes effective, the offices of the 
Chief of the Air Corps, United States Army, 
and Assistants to the Chief of the Air 
Corps, United States Army, provided for by 
the Act of 4 June 1920, as amended (41 Stat. 
768), and Commanding General, General 
Headquarters Air Force, provided for by sec- 
tion 5 of the Act of 16 June 1936 (49 Stat. 
1525), shall cease to exist. While holding of- 
fice as Chief of Staff, United States Air Force, 
the incumbent shall hold a grade and receive 
allowances equivalent to those prescribed by 
law for the Chief of Staff, United States 
Army. The Chief of Staff, United States Army, 
the Chief of Naval Operations, and the Chief 
of Staff, United States Air Force, shall take 
rank between themselves according to their 
relative dates of appointment as such, and 
shall each take rank above all other officers 
on the active list of the Army, Navy, and Air 
Force: Provided, That nothing in this Act 
shall have the effect of changing the relative 
rank of the present Chief of Staff, United 
States Army, and the Chief of Naval Opera- 
tions. 

(c) All commissioned officers, warrant of- 
ficers, and enlisted men, commissioned, hold- 
ing warrants, or enlisted, in the Air Corps, 
United States Army, or the Army Air Forces, 
shall be transferred in branch to the United 
States Air Force. All other commissioned of- 
ficers, warrant officers, and enlisted men, who 
are commissioned, hold warrants, or are en- 
listed, in any component of the Army of the 
United States and who are under the author- 
ity or command of the Commanding General, 
Army Air Forces, shall be continued under 
the authority or command of the Chief of 
Staff, United States Air Force, and under the 
jurisdiction of the Department of the Air 
Force. Personnel whose status is affected by 
this subsection shall retain their existing com- 
missions, warrants, or enlisted status in ex- 
isting components of the armed forces unless 
otherwise altered or terminated in accordance 
with the existing law; and they shall not be 
deemed to have been appointed to a new or 
different office or grade, or to have vacated 
their permanent or temporary appointments 
in an existing component of the armed forces, 
solely by virtue of any change im status under 
this subsection. No such change in status shall 
alter or prejudice the status of any individual 
so assigned, so as to deprive him of any right, 
benefit, or privilege to which he may be en- 
titled under existing law. 

(d) Except as otherwise directed by the 
Secretary of the Air Force, all property, rec- 
ords, installations, agencies, activities, proj- 
ects, and civilian personnel under the juris- 
diction, control, authority, or command of the 
Commanding General, Army Air Forces, shall 
be continued to the same extent under the 
jurisdiction, control, authority, or command, 
respectively, of the Chief of Staff, United 
States Air Force, in the Department of the 
Air Force. 

(e) For a period of two years from the date 
of enactment of this Act, personnel (both 
military and civilian), property, records, in- 
stallations, agencies, activities, and projects 
may be transferred between thé Department 
of the Army and the Department of the Air 
Force by direction of the Secretary of Na- 
tional Security. 


USO Termination 

United Service Organizations, Inc., is 
scheduled to terminate operations 31 Dec. 

To assure continued coordination be- 
tween the War Department and the sev- 
eral civilian welfare agencies on matters 
concerning Army welfare activities in ac- 
cordance with established policy, the 
Office of the Chief of Special Services 
will continue to effect liaison with such 
organizations upon termination of USO 
operations. 


New Discharge Certificates 

New-style discharge certificates -and 
honorable discharge buttons will be is- 
sued to enlisted personnel discharged from 
the Naval Service beginning 1 July. 
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Plans for overcoming personnel short- 
ages left in the Navy by rapid post-war 
Il demobilization, through a 10-year offi- 
cer procurement program and the re 
cruitment of enlisted men, are outlined 
in the annual report of the Secretary of 
the Navy for the fiscal year ending 30 
June 1946, 

Mr. Forrestal’s report, made public this 
week, deals largely with the transition 
from war to peace, with the changing 
emphasis toward demobilization of per- 
sonnel, termination and settlement of 
contracts, disposal of surplus, and the 
tasks attendant on the maintenance of 
active and reserve peacetime fleets. 

“The objective of Navy peacetime plan- 
ning, which was begun while hostilities 
were still being waged, is to have the 
Navy ever-ready and strong enough to 
support effectively our national policy 
throughout the world and capable of rapid 
expansion so as to be able to protect our 
interests in any emergency within the 
area of the Navy's responsibility,” the 
Secretary reported. 

The speedy demobilization of personnel, 
which was 98 per cent completed by 1 
Sept. 1946, was indirectly responsible for 
retarding the liquidation of the physical 
establishment. By the same date, the re 
duction of the shore establishment and 
ship inactivation program was only 58 
per cent complete. 

The problems of personnel procurement 
were described by Secretary Forrestal as 
follows: 





(Personnel 

“The number of permanent Regular officers 
with rank of an ensign or above on V-J day 
was 14,955 and the number of enlisted men 
330,353. Of the latter figure 58,500 were eligi- 
ble for immediate release because their en- 
listments had expired and 77,600 more would 
become eligible before the end of the fiscal 
year. The peacetime strength of the Navy 
authorized by law was 52,000 officers and 500,- 
000 enlisted men, The question remained how 
to increase the numbers on the rolls at the 
end of the war to the authorized strength. 

“All Reserve and temporary officers who 
were interested in becoming Regular Navy offi- 
cers were invited to apply for commissions, 
As of 22 November 1946 more than 41,000 ap- 
plied and of these, 32,543 have been consid- 
ered by a selection board; 12,457 have been 
offered commissions; and 8,040 of those ten- 
dered commissions have accepted them, It is 
expected that the total number of officers 
procured under this program will be between 
13,650 and 15,000,” 

The activities of the Office of the Chief 
of Naval Operations also centered about 
demobilization, the Secretary reported. 
General summaries of CNO’s functions 
during this period are quoted: 

“The policies for the maintenance of the 
fleet were modified from wartime standards 
of equipment and armament to meet peace 
time requirements in accordance with pre- 
determined plans for the allocation of vesselg 
to active, reserve and inactive fleets and the 
provision for disposa|] of vessels surplus to 
the postwar requirements of the Navy. 

“Reduction of the wartime inventory of 
43,116 planes of al] types was carried forward 
as rapidly as possible. A schedule calling for 
27,473 planes to be on hand on 1 July 10946 
was substantially met, but unforeseeable 
changes in national policy on surplus dis- 
posal] required flexibility and some modifica- 
tion of these reduction pians, 


Marine Corps 

The Marine Corps, according to Mr. 
Forrestal, carried out its demobilization 
and peacetime reorganization without se 
riously impairing its readiness for any 
emergency. He declared: 

“For the United States Marine Corps the 
fisca] year 1946 was one of transition, At the 
beginning of the year niarine forces were pre 
paring for the final assault upon the Japa- 
nese homeland, while at the end, demobiliza- 
tion of personnel and materie) of the all vic- 
torious Corps was nearly completed. The total 
personnel strength had been cut two-thirds, 
the Fleet Marine Force, by which the Navy 
sealed its Pacific victories, had been reduced 


from six divisions, formed into two corps, 
to two and one-half reduced-strength divi- 
sions, surplus materiel disposals had 


amounted to $207,000,000, and plans had been 
developed for the peacetime operation of the 
Corps. Despite demobilization and reorganiza- 
tion requirements, the Corps was, as always, 
during 1946 ready to carry out whatever tasks 
might be assigned in the interests of national 
security.”

Financial Digest 

Senator Taft (R.-O.) and Representa- 
tive Hartley (R.-N. J.), chairmen of the 
Senate and House labor committees which 
framed the joint conference bill to reform 
labor practices, predicted this week that 
the measure will become law whether 
President Truman signs or vetoes it. 

Introducing a joint statement in de- 
fense of their labor legislation, the chair- 
men said: 

“The labor-management relations bill 


agreed upon by conferees of the House | 


will, when it becomes law, go far toward 


restoring peace to the industrial relations | 


field. And it will become law. We have 
no doubt of that.” 

The Senate 3 June passed and sent to 
the White House the bill to cut all indi- 
vidual income taxes 1 July, amid per- 
sistent reports that President Tiuman 
will veto the measure. 

A Congressional survey of some 600 
business leaders just made public dis- 
closes that the majority of employers ex- 
pect.a mild récession this fall despite in- 
creased production and sales. The ques- 
tionnaires producing the report were sent 
out several weeks ago by a joint Senate 
and House committee on the Economic 
Report to manufacturing, financial, labor, 
farm, wholesale and retail leaders. A gen- 
eral agreement was expressed that be- 
tween now and the end of the year prices 
of most types of goods will fall, accom- 
panied by a rise in wage rates. Most of 
the leaders questioned cited the high cost 
of construction as the major obstacle to 
the high level of employment. It was also 
disclosed that another questionnaire went 


out recently to economists requesting 
their views on the long-term business 
trend. 


Merchant Marine 

To overcome the difficulty of determin- 
ing ship stability rapidly and accurately 
under battle conditions, a stability indica- 
tor is being developed at the Stevens In- 
stitute of Technology laboratory. The de- 
vice is expected to permit a determination 
of a vessel’s modified stability in a few 
moments. 

Tests for this purpose will be made in 
a new tank, 40 by 7 feet and 4 feet deep, 
by arrangement with the Office of Naval 
Research. In this tank, tests will deter- 
mine the static stability under various 
conditions of loading, particularly under 
conditions of flooding. 

A British manufacturer has designed a 
unique gyro-compass which is entirely 
self-contained as to power supply, control 
system, compass element, and indicator 
dials. The equipment is contained in a 
binnacle 57 inches in height and 23 inches 
wide, and can be operated with the bin- 
nacle closed for long periods without at- 
tention. 

Radar was used to good effect recently 
when the merchant vessel Empire Eden 
went aground in poor visibility off Spurn 
Point on Britain’s east Yorkshire coast. 
She signalled the Royal Naval Shore Sig- 
nal Service, but was unable to give her 
position. 

It was important to know on which side 
of the sandbanks the Empire Eden was, 
so the local radar station was asked for 
a plot. This was passed on to the lifeboat 
and the tug, and the vessel was rescued 
without difficulty. ° 

A one-piece all-plastic boat, believed to 
be the first of its kind ever molded com- 
pletely of synthetic materials, was shown 
for the first time at a plastics exposition 
recently in Chicago.

Medical Pay Increase 

Hearings were begun this week by sub- 
committee 10 of the House Committee on 
Armed Services on H.R. 3174 and ILR. 
3254, bills providing additional pay in- 
ducements to physicians and surgeons to 
make a career of the Army or Navy Med- 
ical Departments. 

Advocating the legislation at the 2 June 
session were the Secretaries of War and 
Navy, Robert P. Patterson and James 
Forrestal, and the war-time Surgeon Gen- 
eral of the Army, Maj. Gen. Norman T. 
Kirk. 

Secretary Patterson blamed the resig- 
nation of Regular officers and the non- 
acceptance of commissions by civilians 
on duty with the Army on the higher re- 
muneration that can be earned by physi- 
cians in civilian practice. Referring to 


the fact that while 1,900 commissions 
have been reserved for medical oflicers 
that only 218 have been commissioned, 


whereas there have been 5 applicants for 


every commission in every other branch- 


of the service. Continuing, the Secretary 
stated that there are 200 fewer Regular 
officers in the Medical Department than 
there were before World War II, and that 
of 386 ATSP students only one has ex- 
pressed a wish to get a commission in the 
Regular Army. 

To various questidns, 
terson replied that the

would not be approvable except as a 
necessity to recruit medical strength; 


that the professorships provided for in 
the bill would provide mental stimula- 
tion and postgraduate instruction for of- 
ficer personnel ; that practically all Regu- 
lar officers will have to serve overseas, 
while doctors integrated from civilian 
life will staff homeland hospitals; con- 
ditions in the Medical Department are 
Serious and without the enactment of the 
proposed legislation “I do not know 
where we are to get medical care for the 
Army two years from now.” 

Secretary Patterson stated in reply to 
other questions that no emergency has ap- 
peared yet in the matter of securing den- 
tists; that about 100 have been secured 
in the present integration; and that no 
dissatisfaction has been discovered among 
dentists on the subject of the pay 
projected for the doctors. 

Secretary Forrestal stated that on VJ- 
Day, Aug. 1945, there were 1949 medical 
officers in the Regular Navy and that 
since then 864 have submitted resigua- 
tions, chargeable, he said, to the competi- 
tion of civilian medicine. Continuing, the 
Secretary said that only 217 medical of- 
ficers have been gained for the Regular 
Navy since VJ-Day although “a high per- 
centage of the 12,000 Reserve medica! of-

ficers on active duty during the war were 
eligible for transfer. As of 21 April 1947, 
1672 Regular Navy medical officers were 
on active duty. This number will be re-

Secretary Forrestal then stated that 
when all the Reserve medical officers are 
released, there will be approximately 
1,050 remaining in the Regular Navy and 
that the Department will be 1,950 short 
of requirements, all of which he charged 
to higher scales of pay in the Veterans’ 
Administration and to the still higher 
“scales available in the civilian practice 
of medicine.” 

Under further questioning, Admiral 
Swanson, Surgeon General of the Navy, 
said that the four-professor idea in the 
Army Medical bill might well be used by 
the Navy ; that a possible dental reaction 
to the pay-increase for doctors only might 
well be anticipated; and that the whole 
question of having a medical school for 
the Army and Navy should be explored. 

Chief of Staff of the Army, General 
of the Army Dwight D. Eisenhower 
added his testimony in favor of the bill. 
Stating that “l am responsible for main- 
taining an adequate and effective Army,” 
he repeated figures that indicated that 
when “the emergency restrictions which 
are now forcing doctors to serve against 
their will are removed” there will be 
only enough doctors left in the Army to 
attend to 200,000 men, whereas the 
planned strength is to be over 1,000,000. 

Continuing he said “The public in this 
country will not tolerate, and will prop- 
erly not tolerate, the service of our 
young men in the Army unless these men 
are assured of proper medical attention. 
Unless vigorous action is taken, we will 
not be in a position to give such medical 
care because we will not have the Army 
doctors to do it.” “The present plan” said 
General Eisenhower, “will not guarantee 
that we will obtain the doctors needed, 
but it represents the best solution of 
which we know.” 

The new Surgeon General of the Army, 
Maj. Gen. R. W. Bliss, repeated figures 
advanced by his predecessor, Maj. Gen. 
Norman T. Kirk, and then said “I be- 
lieve the present legislation represents 
the type of constructive action that we 
need. The doctor is a professional man. 
This means that he can only be happy in 
his work if he can grow professionally. 
This he can do only under the guidance 
of mature teachers. I consider the es- 
tablishment of the 4 professorships and 
the authority to make original appoint- 
ments of outstanding medical specialists 
among the most important elements of 
the bill. I am supported in this by the 
attitudes expressed in a recent survey of 
the young doctors on active duty. This 
survey indicated clearly that unless they 
have an opportunity to practice a high 
type of medicine they would not consider 
the choice of the Army as a career.” 





AGF-AAF-Navy Maneuvers 
The second post-war amphibious exer- 
tise will be conducted jointly by the 
Army Ground Forces, Army Air Forces, 
and the Navy, near Galveston, Tex., in 
November, The War and Navy Depart- 
ments announced this week that plans 
for the maneuvers have been completed 
and that development of the technique of 
oading and landing armed forces and 
‘uipment is the main training objective 
of the operation. 

General Jonathan M. Wainwright, com- 
manding general of the Fourth Army, has 
“eh named overall commander for plan- 
ling the exercise. 

Combat Command “A” of the Second 
Armored Division, Camp Hood, Tex., will 
be the principal ground unit engaged. The 
maximum possible participation of Na- 
tional Guard and Organized Reserve 
Headquarters units and personnel will be 
Sought. ‘ 

Navy personnel and ships will be 
frawn from the Atlantic Fleet, under 
‘mmand of Admiral W. H. P. Blandy, 
USN. Rear Adm. R, O. Davis, USN, com- 
hander of the Amphibious Forces, At- 
lantie Fleet, has been named to command 
‘mphibious phases of the training and of 
the operation. 
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Medical Dept. Symposium 

The Army Medical Department con- 
ducted a three-day symposium, 3, 4 and 5 
June, at Walter Reed General Hospital, 
Army Medical Center, Washington, D. C. 
The Army Medical Department plans to 
hold a symposium of this nature annual- 
ly, at a different general hospital each 
year. 

The latest aspects of medicine and sur- 
gery, aS applied and developed by the 
Army, were presented by many outstand- 
ing doctors who served in the Army dur- 
ing World War II. 

Taking part as speakers were Maj. Gen. 
Raymond W. Bliss, The Surgeon General 
of the Army; Maj. Gen. Paul V. Hawley, 
Chief Medical Director of the Veterans 
Administration, and Senator James BE. 
Murray of Montana. 

At the opening session Brig. Gen. 
George C. Beach, jr., commanding general 
of the Army Medical Center, delivered 
the address of welcome. 

A summary of Army experiences with 
streptomycin was described by Maj, Ed- 
ward Pulaski, Chief of the Surgical Re- 
search Unit of Brooke General Hospital, 
Ft. Sam Houston, Tex. “Medical Aspects 
of the Atomic Bomb” was the subject of 
a talk by Col. James P. Cooney, Medical 
Director in the Atomic Energy Commis- 
sion and former Chief of Radiology at 
Walter Reed General Hospital. Newer 
concepts of amputations and prostheses 
were described by Col. August W. Spitt- 
ler, Chief of the Orthopedic Section at 
Walter Reed. 

Dr, Alf S. Alving, Professor of Medicine 
at the University of Chicago, talked on 
the latest developments in malaria ther- 
apy. “Streptomycin in the Treatment of 
Tuberculosis” was the subject of a joint 
discourse by Lt. Col. John B. Wallace 
and Capt. George W. Fishburn, both of 
Fitzsimons General Hospital. 

A Clinical Pathological Conference was 
conducted by Col. Virgil Cornell, Chief 
of the Laboratory Service at Walter Reed 
General Hospital. 

As the concluding contribution to the 
symposium, Senator James E. Murray of 
Montana talked on “The Federal Contri- 
bution to the Health and Welfare of the 
Nation.” 

On the evening of 4 June a banquet was 
held at the Washington Hotel, at which 
General Bliss acted as toastmaster and 
the speaker of the evening was General 
Hawley. 

General Hawley suggested a revolu- 
tionary change in the Army’s medical 
organization. His proposal involved the 
organization and training of a peacetime 
medical organization and a_ separate 
medical organization trained especially 
for wartime duties. A first class organi- 
zation cannot be developed, General Haw- 
ley said, if it be given one primary mis- 
sion in peace and a totally different one 
in wartime. 





Officers Attend Party 

The Committees on Armed Services, 
gathering at a party on the evening of 4 
June, honored Representative R. Ewing 
Thomason (D-Tex) upon his confirma- 
tion as a Federal Judge in Texas. 

Host for the party was Representative 
W. G. Andrews (R-NY), chairman of the 
House Committee. Members of the Com- 
mittees on Armed Services of both 
Houses and a number of high ranking 
officers of the Army and Navy attended 
the affair. 





Food Service Conference 

A five-day conference devoted to the 
operation of the Food Service Program in 
all branches of the Army will be held in 
the Office of the Quartermaster General, 
in Washington, D. C., beginning 7 July. 

The conference will he conducted under 
auspices of the recently created Food Ser- 
vice Division of the Office of the Quarter- 
master General, chief of which is Col. 
F. C. Harding, with Lt. Col. Harold C. 
Kirchner as deputy chief. 


Longwood School Headmaster 

Mr. Eben M. Peek, M.S., formerly of 
the Bullis School, will take up his duties 
as headmaster of the Longwood School. 
Olney. Md., on 17 Sept. 

Longwood is an endowed school for 
boys and young men preparing for An- 
napolis, West Point. Coast Guard Acad- 
emy and College Board entrance exam- 
inations. 





Recommend Universal Training 
Twelve months’ compulsory training of 
American males on reaching the age of 
18 or on graduation from high school was 
recommended 1 June by President Tru- 
man’s Advisory Commission on Universal 
Training as an essential element in an 
integrated National Security program. 

The nine-man Commission recom- 
mended a program designed to prepare 
young men for service to the country in 
any future emergency. A six-month peri- 
od of basic training in camps or aboard 
ship would be followed by another six 
months of training “to provide the op- 
portunity and occasion for officer and 
specialist training and to bring men into 
units where they can learn to use the les- 
sons of basic training in group action.” 

The program would be administered by 
a three-man commission of two civilians 
and one military representative, reporting 
directly to the President. All of these 
should be full-time, paid members ap- 
pointed by the President, by and with the 
advice of the Senate, and one of these 
civilians should be designated by the 
President as the chairman, the report 
stated: 

“Our recommendation in favor of a civilian 
majority and civilian chairman follows from 
our deep conviction that this undertaking 
must be a civilian effort which is participated 
in by the people and which is surrounded 
with all the safeguards that the civilian com- 
munity would wish.” 

Estimating that universal training 
would cost about $1,750,000,000 annually, 
the Commission warned that this expendi- 
ture should not result in the withholding 
of funds from other essential parts of the 
United States’ total defense program, not- 
ing: 

“Universal training should not be under- 
taken at all unless the citizens of this country 
understand that it has value only as a part 
of a program that wil] demand the expendi- 
ture of a much larger proportion of our na- 
tional income than we have ever allocated for 
National Defense in time of peace, ss 

“It is perfectly apparent that the over-all 
cost of an adequate program is staggering. 
We have no desire to sugar-coat this fact. 
The question we face as a nation is how 
much we are willing to pay for the avoidance 
of the incalculable horrors and cost of an- 
other war. To do less than enough is to gam- 
ble with our lives and liberties. We feel 
strongly that the United States must have 
universal training, but we are equally firm 
in our conviction that other elements of Na- 
tional Security should not be sacrificed or 
starved to pay the bill.” 

As essentials of an integrated National 
Security program, the Commission urged : 

1, A strong, healthy, educated popula- 
tion—“the bedrock on which all our mili- 
tary preparations depend” ; 

2. Coordinated intelligence service—of 
particular importance “in a peace-loving 
democracy which is loathe and slow to 
accept evidence of aggressive action or to 
take preventive action” ; 

3. Scientific research and development 
—“It is the hope of this Commission that 
a National Science Foundation will soon 
become a reality and that it will concern 
itself with righting the balance between 
research in basie science and the applica- 
tion of scientific knowledge” ; 

4. Industrial mobilization and stock-pil- 
ing—“The discovery of new scientific prin- 
ciples and the perfection of new weapons 
will be of no value unless our scientific 
progress is matched by industrial readi- 
ness for the problems of atomic war”; 

5. Regular Armed Forces—comprising, 
first, a striking air force capable of operat- 
ing at great range anywhere in the world ; 
second, as a second line of offensive, 
Army, Navy, Marine, and Air Forces; and, 
third, unity of command, to be achieved 
through unification. 

6. Universal Training. 

Senator Chan Gurney (R.-S. Dak.), 
chairman of the Senate Committee on 
Armed Services, stated this week that his 
committee will take the matter under con- 
sideration at its meeting 10 June, deciding 
at that time whether to hold hearings on 
the bills. 

“I am in favor of universal military 
training,” said Senator Gurney briefly 
and emphatically. 

The chairman of the House Committee 
on Armed Services, Representative Wal- 
ter G. Andrews (R.- N. Y.), stated that 
sub-committee 2 of his committee desires 
to hold hearings on the subject but that 
the full committee will first have hear- 
ings after a week or 10 days and then 
refer the matter to the sub-committee. 
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Representative Andrews stated that his 
committee will hold open hearings on the 
principles of the report with Dr. Karl T. 
Compton, chairman of the UMT commit- 
tee as the first witness, following him with 
civilians, representatives of various 
groups, and witnesses from the War and 
Navy Departments in that order. 

It is planned to use the Woodrum hear- 
ings of 1945 as the ground-work for the 
hearing with the intention of abbreviat- 
ing the hearings as much as possible. Still 
further brevity will be attempted by re- 
quiring various organizations to choose 
one spokesman for them.
